The buffet with the hand- 
carved eagle and the corner cup­ 
board in the dining room; the sofa 
and desk in the living room, and the 
two chairs in the downstairs hall 
are all that remain downstairs of 
the original Danner furniture. Up­ 
stairs the chair in the stair landing 
and the bookcase in the middle 
room were once part of the furnish­ 
ings of Mrs. Hay’s bedroom.

dwelt there, and sanctified it—a 
home. 
It is generally thought that the 
Y. W. C. A. was the gift of Mrs.

From the time of his marriage in 
1828 until 1834. Mr. Danner rented 
the stone house situated on the first 
block of York street now known as 
the Codori house. On March 7, 1834, 
however, he bought of John N. 
Starr, house No. 8 on the square, 
the Danner home (the Y. W. C. A.). 
Seven of the Danner children were 
born in this house. Three of them 
left this house as brides. All except 
one died in and were buried from 
this house, so you see it is surely a 
house of

Four times the house was willed 
to remaining members of the fam­ 
ily until August 21, 1923, Mrs. Reine­
